is what we might call hair soap and is 
used for shampooing purposes. How it 
is made I never could find out, but from 
the mere appearance of the article j 
should say it was composed of fins cow- 
ed hay, oatmeal, wheat husks,, grease 
and a little borax. It looks for all the 
world like some of the oil cakes which 
dairymen feed to their cows in winter 
time. In the market it is sold by the. 
coke, ,or to those who. cannot afford the 
luxury in small pieces. The cake is 
round or elliptical in outline, from an 
inch to 2 inches iu thickness, from 13 
inches to 3 feet in length and from 8 to 
15 inches in width. It must weigh two 
or three pounds.

While the 
hair soap is very ugly to look at and 
seems altogether ridiculous, yet if you 
use it once yon are simply charmed 
with your new acquisition find employ 
it regularly thereafter. 


Equally odd and useful are the tongue 


scrapers. They are made of tin for the 
very poor, of silver for the prosperous 
and of gold for the very rich. They are 
about tho general dimensions of a 
whalebone, excepting they are much 
shorter. Tho shortest are four inches in 
length, and from that.they run up to a 
foot. Ono end of fho: metal ribbon is 
attached to a silver ring, by which the 
scraper cou bo hung from a nail in the 
bathroom \vhou not in use. 


The edges are not sharp, like a knife, 


but .resemble that of a; screwdriver. 
What is wanted is an edge that will hot 
cut on tho oue side, but will remove 
any coating from the tongue npon the 
other.

In warm weather it is best to wash the 
neck with a cloth wet with soap and 
water, as the oily perspiration may in- 
terfere with the action of the plaster. 
Ono great advantage of cayenne pepper 
plaster over mustard is that, while the 
latter frequently blisters, the former 
never does so, no matter how strong it 
is applied. Iu tho use of mustard, if the 
skin is broken, all treatment must cease 
until it. heala, but with popper, when 
;he plaster loses its effect, another way 
be applied without unpleasant conse- 
quences. "—New York Ledger.

BKKD AND M'KINLEY. 


Hon. Thomma B. Reed, Speaker of the 


House o( Representatives, and Hon. 
William McKinley, Governor of Obio, 
•re candidates for the Presidency Mc- 
Kinley expects that the high tariff wave 
•will land him IB the White House, and 
Reed IB determined to break the force 
of the ware befure the National Con- 
Tentioo assembles. The friends of Mt- 
Kinley in the present Congress wmt 
the Wilson tariff bill repealed and the 
McKinley tariff bill resitored lo tbe 
Statutes, if necessary over tbe Presi- 
dent's veto. Mr. Beed and hia friends 
are opposed to radical changes in tbe 
tariff laws, and tbe Speal er sounded a 
bugle call to his followers, when be de- 
clared in his speech accepting tba 
Speakership last Saturday that history 
would give this Congress credit for 
what it would not do. This is con- 
strued as a challenge to 1 he McKinley 
men, and it had the, effect of getting 
tbe President to change the tone of his 
menage on the tariff question and oc- 
casioned delay which prevented tbe 
message being sent to Congress on 
Monday. 


When the offices in the gift of tbe 


Speaker are disposed of, that is when 
the committees are made np.it is ex- 
pected thit the contest between the 
Reed and McKinley forces will begin. 
The latter will try to fcrce the tariff 
question to the front, while tbe Reed 
men will endeavor to keep it in the 
background. The Committee on Ways 
and Means will doubtless be composed 
of men in favor with the Speaker, who 
will hold all tariff measures that may 
be referred to the committee. 


Wilson, tbe author of the present 


tariff act Bays that Reed's speech is a 
deliberate admission thut the legisla- 
tion of the Fifty-third Congress, if un- 
disturbed will work out a restoration 
of prosperity. This the McKinley men 
will not concede, and so tbe fight for 
tbe Presidency is likely to create dis- 
sensions in the present Congress.

RESOLUTIONS INTRODUCE]) BY 


SENATOR HOAR. 


Senators Jones and Stewart Will 


Not Act With the Re- 


publicans. 


WASHINGTON, December 4.—Several 


pstitions for the recognition of tbe 
Cuban insurgents were offered in the 
Senate to-day. Squire, Republican, of 
Washington, in introducing a bill for 
the fortifications on Atlantic, Pacific 
and lake ports, said that tbe Senate 
was being asked to extend recognition 
to Cuban belligerents and firmly re- 
assert the Monroe Doctrine. " We are 
talking of these matters as though we 
had a chip on our shoulders;" be 
added, "and we go on in blissful ignor- 
ance of, or inaction as to, tue unforti- 
fied condition of our ports." 


Hoar introduced ithe following: 
Resolved, That the Senate will sup 


port the President in the most vigor- 
ous action be may deem fit to take for 
the protection and security of Ameri- 
can citizens in Turkey and <o obtain 
redress for injuries committed upon 
such citizens there. 


Resolved, That the President be de- 


sired to make known to the Govern- 
ment of Turkey the strong feeling of 
regret and indignation with which the 
people of America beard of the injuries 
inflicted upon persons of the Christian 
faith in Turkey, and that the American 
people cannot be expected to treat 


TO KKSTKIOT IMMIGRATION. 


Representative Johnson of Califor- 


nia has introduced a bill which makes 
it unlawful for any foreign bora 
laborer to enter the United StafeTatter 
August 1,189o. 


While this seems to tx> adopting tbe 


Chinese method 
of ^exclueiveness, 


which prevented foreigners from laud- 
ing in the Celestial Empire, it seems 
to be a necessity. Though the "United 
States has vast undeveloped resources, 
there are tens of thousands out of em- 
ployment' and as self-preservation is 
the first law of nature tbe unemployed 
think it unfair to have their number 
increased by immigration, and there- 
fore favor exclusion laws. They argue 


with indifference any repetition or 
continuance of such wrongs. 


The resolution went to the Commit- 


tee on Foreign Relations. 


Another resolution by Hoar, reqnest- 


ing iaformation from the President as 
to the correspondence with Turkey was 
passed. 
Allen's resolution defining 


our foreign policy was taken up, and 
Allen urged the recognition of the rev- 
olutionist and the annexation of 
Cuba. He declared that the foreign 
policy of the United States had been a 
byword for 26 years. He specified the 
inaction in the case of Mrs. May brick 
and ex-Consul Waller. The Senator 
strongly urged the reinsertion of the 
Monroe Doctrine so broadened as to 
secnje the ultimate withdrawal of 
monarchical dependencies frotn the 
continent. The resolutions were tem- 
porarily laid aside, and the Senate- 
after a ten minute executive session 
adjourned at 1:05 P. n.

$141,884,570; Public Works, $28,674,028; 
Postal Service, $5,024,V79; Miscellan- 
eous, $36,635,631; Permanent Annual 
Appropriations, $119,051,160; making a 
total of over $417,500,000. 


If appropriations aru made in ac- 


cordance with the estimates it is prob- 
able that this will be another "billion 
dollar Congress," as was that which 
Mr. Reed presided over four years ago.

Jury Completed and the Trial Com- 


menoas With Testimony for 


the Prosecution. 
< 


(Correspondence of the JOURRAL.) 


CABSON, December 4,1895. 


The first thing this morning when 


court met was an objection on tbe 
part of the prosecution to Juror 
George Myers, 
accepted yesterday 


the proposition that he had stated on 
examination that he bad expressed an 
unqualified opinion in the case and had 
been inadvertently accepted never- 
theless. The official shorthand report- 
ers notes were read confirmatory there- 
of, and Mr. Myers was called upon to 
stand up and face tbe music. 


U. S. District Attorney Jones—Mr 


Myers, have you formed or at any 
time publicly expressed a decided or 
fixed opinion in this case ? 


I certainly have discussed tho mat- 


ter with several persona at various 
times, but don't think I have expressed 
any unqualified opinion. 


Did you not tell Mr. Likens of the 


mint, one of the witnesses in this case, 
tbat yon did not think it possible to 
secure a jury of twelve men who would 
agree upon a verdict. 


I believe I did. 
The Court—Mr. Myers yon are ex- 


cused for the term 


This left tbe number of jurymen ac- 


cepted at six. 


The new venire of thirty talesmen 


being present all responded to their 
names as called. The examination of 
eleven of them gave the desired result 
in the jury being completed, and the 
rest of the venire were excused for the 
term. 
Considerable stress has been 


and is placed on the locality of the 
jurymen in these mint cases. The 
present jury impaneled for Heney's 
second trial stands as follows: 


Washoe county—W. F. Everett, C. 


M. Bauer, N. E. Schoffeld, Alex Drom- 
iack. Lyman Jones, M. C. Galvin, An- 
drew Cunningham. Douglas county— 
Jacob Bodenbaugh, 3. W. Boles, P. C.

District Attorney Jones addressed 


the jury, setting forth that last June a 
shortage of about $75,000 was discovered 
in the Carson mint, including a certain 
amount of granulated gold from, tbe 
refinery. Tue defendant, Heuey, was 
employed there and is charged and in- 
dicted with larceny in having stolen 
the aforesaid gold to the amount of 
$23,000. He was frequently seen in and 
about the refinery before and after 
working hours, and there were plenty 
of chanbpB for him to steal if so in- 
clined. ~ Not long after he left the mint 
he sold or disposed of over $20,000 
worth of gold of tbe peculiar character 
described at the Beno Beduction Works, 
telling an improbable and impossible 
story as to where he got it from, and 
when the mint shortage was discovered 
and published in the public news- 
papers, before he was even charged 
with the stealage, he fled from justice, 
followed by detectives through several 
States, finally surrendering himself in 
Colorado, and being brought back here 
for trial. 


W. C. Noteware, Chief Clerk of the 


mint, pointed out and described on tbe 
large diagram made by Gould & Chal- 
mers the various official and mechan- 
ical departments of the mint, the cupel 
and deposit melting rooms, refinery, 
etc., explaining at length how the 
bullion is received from depositors and 
passed through the different processes 
until delivered to the Superintendent 
or the depositor. Heney was first em- 
ployed as coal man in 1889 at the mint 
He was promoted to the position as 
helper in the refinery August 11,1890; a 
year later as silver disso]ver,and his 
services ceased June 90,1893, with a re- 
duction of the mint force. 


George W. Likens, foreman in the 


refinery, illustrated to the jury by aid 
of the diagram tbe various processes 
and situations of tbat department and 
its connections, the gold sweetening 
tubs, the chloride tanks, furnaces and 
all tbat sort of thing in full and lengthy 
detail. Heney worked as helper in 
that department, handling tbe fine 
gold and silver as required, the acids 
and whatever there was to attend to. 
The fine granulated gold in tbe acid 
solution of the sweetening tubs was 
generally stirred with awooden paddle, 
but when the hands had to be used 
rubber gloves were used as protection 
from the action of the acid, 
were plenty of chances to steal it a 
man chose to be dishonest. He re- 
lated over again how tbe employes 
lunched at noon, and always changed 
their clothes on coming to work or 
quitting, leaving thuii working clothes 
where they belonged at the mint. These 
clothes were furnished by tbe mint and 
w hoc worn oat were burned and the 
ashes saved for what valuable material 
might be contained. Heney used to 
wear his woikmg clothes down into the 
mint yard when he went to receive his 
luncb, which was brought to him regu- 
larly by bis little sister-in-law, or by 
Mrs. Honey herself sometimes. Cutts, 
Marsh and other employes sometimes 
had their lunches brought to them. 
There were generally three or four em- 
ployes about tbe sweetening tubs. 
Never suspected any stealage and never 
saw anything wrong or suspicious 
about Heney. Had seen him there be- 
fore and after hoaru. The refinery key 
was kept down in the main ball» near

every boor of the uight.

The Sierra Nevada*. 


"Dr. Turner, who has made the geolo 


gy of the Sierra Nevada a long time 
study, has published a monograph in 
which he asserts, with plausible reason- 
ing, that the many kinds of rock.char- 
acterizing that formation have been 
formed in part by deposition beneath 
the sea, and in part by intrusion as ig 
neous masses, also by eruption from 
volcanoes, and portions of them have 
been 
subsequently 
metamorphosed. 


While the southern portion of the range 
is composed of granite, he finds that the 
central and northern part, west of longi- 
tude 120 degrees, consists prevailingly 
of schists, these having been produced 
by intense motamorphism of both an 
cient sediments and igneous rocks, and 
It is in these schists, chiefly though not 
solely, that the auriferous quartz veins 
occur. 


Further, the trend of the bonds of al- 


tered sediments and of their schistose 
structure is generally from northwest 
to southeast, parallel to the trenrl of the 
range, bnt great masses of granite and 
other igneous rooks have lieeu hit-mil 
among the schists, forming irregular 
bodies, which interrupt the regular 
structure and which ore generally bor- 
dered each by a zone %f . greater raeta- 
morphism. .These schists, with their as- 
sociated igneous masses, form the older 
of the two great groups of rocks recog- 
nized in the Sierra Nevada.
